The French, having built a new 
{leet, set out once more to do 
battle with the British for con- 
trol of the Mediterranean. His 
old enemy was in command of 
the English fleet and Nelson ob- 
stinately refused cooperation to 
the point of defiance. 

He subdued Copenhagen, when 
t!.e Danes had joined with the 
Northern Confederation, which 
included Russia. He had wished 
to sail to the seas about that 
latter country and do it battle, 
but his superiors ordered him to 
attack Denmark. He did so. 

The French blockaded their 
fleet in the vast harbor of Tou- 
lon. (They were to do the same 
thing when Hitler’s forces had 
occupied France.) There was a 
creat chase, which went on for 
months. But at last, the harried 
commanders of the French and 
Spanish ships gave battle off the 
Cape of Trafalgar. It was Oct. 
?1, 1805. It was one of the most 
desperate and bloody sea fights 
in history. Nelson died in it, but 
his foe was scattered in utter 
defeat. 

A sailor in another ship in 
Nelson’s command wrote at that 
time: 

“IT never set eyes on him, for 
which I am both sorry and glad. 
lor to be sure I should like to 
have seen him,:but then, all the 
men in our ship who have seen 
him are such soft toads, they 
‘have done nothing but blast their 
eves and cry ever since he was 
killed. God bless you! Chaps 
that fought like the devil sit 
down and cry like a wench.”

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GOP Is Designing 
New Dress for AAA 


The GOP is reported considering a 
tried and true New Deal formula for bol- 
stering farm income and cutting crop sur- 
pluses. The main thing wrong with it is 
that it is Franklin D. Roosevelt’s old AAA 
in a new dress. 

The AAA, you remember, was the 
measure that the “nine old men” declared 
unconstitutional. That started, inciden- 
tally, Mr. Roosevelt’s court-packing plan, 
the plan that caused all the GOP and most 
of the Democrats to have a special and 
most severe case of cat fits. 

It should be remembered, too, that the 
AAA was dreamed up by the Department 
ot Agriculture when Milton S. Eisen- 
hower,. the President’s brother and a farm 
adviser, was director of information for 
the Agriculture Department. Observers 
think it significant that it should now re- 
fppear, refurbished and redressed in GOP 
Barments. 

Briefly the plan calls for the govern- 

Ment to rent crop land from farmers in 
order to keep it out of cultivation. The 
goal is to cut back surplus-producing 
acreage, balance supply and demand and 
boost farmers’ income. Instead of using 
land removed from production of con- 
trolled commodities to other marketable 
trops, farmers would plant soil-building 
Crops on the retired acreage. 
- This approach, it is argued, would 
Strengthen the role of acreage allotments 
th reducing surpluses and thereby boost- 
img prices. 

The idea has merit and also plenty of 
Opposition. It hits at the source of over- 
production while making it possible for 
farmers to avoid the consequences of such 
overproduction. But since it is about to be 
proposed by a Republican administration, 
it may escape some of the “socialist” stig- 
ya it earned when proposed by the Demo- 
trats. 

One thing is certain. Something must be 
Gone to check the steady drift toward se- 
vere farm depression. Something must be 
done to bring production into balance with 
demand and to narrow the spread between 
farmers’ costs and the prices they receive 
for their products. 

But renting land from farmers so they 
won't plant it goes even farther than 
Henry Wallace and the little pigs which 
didn't go to market.

Atlanta Grows Bigger 
But Crime Grows Less 


Police Chief Herbert Jenkins expects 
a 20 per cent decrease in the number of 
fhajor crimes in Atlanta this year. 

- The chief explained that the first 
fhree-quarters of the year showed a de- 
line in the nygmber of burglaries, lar- 
@enies, robberies and auto thefts. Homi- 
Gides are holding their own, which again 
assures Atlanta of a place near the top 
of the list of American cities with homi- 
eidal tendencies. There have been a few 
more rapes reported this year than last. 

All in all, though, the situation is well 
in hand, and the police department de- 
serves congratulations on the downtrend 
in the city’s crime curve, as well as for 
the splendid way they have learned to 
handle traffic. 

Concerning murders, Atlanta’s bloody 
record in this respect largely is due to 
the homicide rate among the Negro popu- 
lation. A recent shakeup in the homicide 
squad and the detailing of two Negroes 
to it should result in more favorable sta- 
tistics next year. 

There have been tremendous changes 
im Atlanta since World War II. One of 
the most striking has been the stream- 
lining of the police department. To the 
casual eye, the average member of the 
ferce appears at least 20 years younger 
and 50 pounds lighter than his prewar 
predecessor.

American Legion Delegates 


Convened in an ‘Antt’ Mood 


Down in Miami. Fla.. the American Legion convention was in 


an ‘‘anti’’ mood. 


Delegates to the biggest of the annual meetings 


of war veterans have come out against UNESCO and economic aid to 


India. 

In opposing the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cultur- 
al organization (UNESCO), the 
Legion has spurned the report of 
a special committee headed by a 
former national commander, Ray 
Murphy. After nearly three years 
of study, this group described as 
“utterly without foundation” 
charges that UNESCO is an atheis- 
tic. Communist organization work- 
ing for world government. Dele- 
gates who had been in session only 
a couple of fun-flavored days voted 
on the spur of the moment to over- 
ride the committee’s careful judg- 
ment. 

The Legion's objection to India 
is that its pacifist government 
professes to be neutral. Actually, 
says a statement by the Legion's 
foreign relations committee, India 
is giving material aid to Com- 
munist Russia. But is it? India 
is a socialist*democracy which so 
far has resisted the efforts of the 
world Communist conspiracy to 
take it over. Aid from the United 
States has been an important fac- 
tor in enabling the. neutral Indians 
to hold themselves outside the 
Communist bloc.

Christ called for an immediate 
response. The man begged off, 
or asked at least for time to think 
it over. There is no way of know- 
ing what was the final result of 
this brief conversational inter- 
change which St. Matthew re- 
corded. I like to think that the 
man took a hurried’ second 
thought and then became an en- 
thusiastic disciple. But perhaps 
he went home and thence into 
future oblivion. 

The verses concern something 
which is. still a common prob- 
lem. That problem is procrasti- 
nation, or putting off to tomor- 
row a decision which should be 
made today. Don Marquis once 
defined this problem in this way: 
*‘Procrastination is the art of 
keeping up with yesterday.” St. 
Augustine, who had himself hesi-

Reverberations are everywhere. 
The farm issue is a major one 
as an election year approaches. 
Economists concerned ‘with the 
pure theory of things are wringing 
their hands. Supply and demand 
are out of whack. 

Economists zenerally will admit 
the farm is not the perfect stage 
for interplay of economic factors. 
They will say there is a great lag 
in reaction of production to de- 
mand. (A farmer can’t rush out 
and turn a valve to halt production 
on 60 acres of corn). They will 
say the vagaries of nature intro 
duce inexactness. The sun cannot 
be turned on, nor the rain off. 
They ‘will say that all farmers are 
not completely informed on the 
laws of economics, that they are 
not careful budgeters of cost as 
opposed to projected demand and 
income. All those things are true. 

Yet, the economists—many of 
them—see agriculture as the epi- 
tcme of the pure competitive mar- 
ket. They point to the requirements 
cf pure competition which are met 
by the practicioners of agriculture. 


The product is practically identical 


everywhere. Corn is corn, and 
wheat is wheat. There’ are many 
growers ahd many buyers. Ail 
these things are essential to pure 
competition. One important ele 
ment, complete knowledge of price, 
is met in ‘a broad measure by 
the various commodity exchanges.

The bridegroom 
was slow in arriving and the 10 
virgins “slumbered and _ slept’’ 
(Matthew 25:5). When the bride 
groom did arrive, the sleepers 
were unaware and they missed 
the marriage festivities altogeth- 
er. That will be the experience 
of every man who responds to 
Christ’s call with indifference or 
hesitancy.. “‘Behold, now is the 
acceptable time; behold, now is 
the day of salvation’?

NEW YORK, Oct. 21 —~A week ago a sodden Saturday pro- 
duced the biggest wave of upsets the college football season has 
seen. Four teams were knocked out of top-ten rankings and 
favorites toppled on all sides. 

A half dozen or so prominent winners of these games Satur- 
day joined a dwindling group of teams with still unsmirched 
records in an effort to restore some sort of order to the 1955 
season while the losers sought to get back on the right side. 

The losers posed some of the biggest questions in the na- 
tional football guessing game. They included Notre Dame, a 
team that has finished in the first 10 oftener than any other in 
the 20-year history of the Associated Press ranking; Wisconsin 
and Washington, = top contenders for their conference titles 


and for the Rose Bowl, and Georgia Tech, the early favorite in 


Ahe Southeastern Conference. 


It's a matter of record that when a high-flying team is 
beatén once, it’s likely to tumble again the next week. And today 
Notre Dame, whipped by Michigan State, encountered Purdue, 
which got a great lift last week by tying Iowa on Len Dawson's 
last-play pass. 

Wisconsin, sharing the Big Ten lead with Michigan but 
trounced by Southern California, ran inte Ohio State, upset vic- 
tim of Duke last week. Washington, beaten by Baylor, met a 
Stanford team whose only major victory was over Ohio State. 
Georgia Tech, tumbled by still-anbeaten Auburn, faced a com- 
paratively soft one against Florida State. 

Two of the surprise winners, Baylor and Texas A&M, col- 


lided with the Southwest Conference lead at stake. Michigan
